FOREST LANDS 


Wood ~usi it jc 
Industries 
Re­ 
quire Protection Of For­ 
ests A nd Woods. 


Thb protection of existing Penn- 
? viva;;ia timber stands from fire and 
the reforestation of abandoned and 
idle lands are essential to the con­ 
tinued operation of tile wood-using 
industries of Pennsylvania. Secre­ 
tary Lewis E. Staley, of the depart­ 
ment of forests and waters, an­ 
nounced today. 
"Twenty years ago there were 
100,000 people engaged in the m an­ 
ufacture of wood products in the 
state,” said Secretary Staley in sup­ 
port of his statement, “and today 
the wood-using industries provide 
employment for only about 25,000. 
Decreased employment in the wood­ 
working establishments can not be 
blamed entirely on the depression 
because the number of people em­ 
ployed has been steadily falling off 
since 1912.” 
Import Wood 
Many wood-using industries have 
left the state because the cost of 
shipping lumber has caused them to 
move closer to lumber producing 
centers. 
At present Pennsylvania 
must import more than 80 per cent 
of her wood needs, but With 13,000.- 
000 acres of land in the common­ 
wealth suited alone for growing for­ 
est, the state, according to forestry 
officials, could support its wood- 
using industries if the land were 
growing timber of suitable kind, 
quality and quantity. 
About 25 per cent of all money 
distributed as wages to workers in 
the wood-using industries of Penn­ 
sylvania is paid to workers in the 
Philadelphia area. 
Because of the 
scarcity of raw lumber within prof­ 
itable shipping distances of this 
center, 
some 
industries, 
for ex­ 
ample, plants manufacturing imple­ 
ment handles, are moving south 
and west. 
The average cost of transporting 
lumber cut within the state is be­ 
tween $5 and $6 per thousand board 
feet, and the average cost of ship­ 
ping lumber growm outside of the 
state is between $12 and $13 per 
thousand.

Pennsylvania’s present forest stands 
are generally too poorly stocked to 
serve the present needs of the in­ 
dustry, which normally consumes 
each year large quantities of yellow
